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SOCIALISM VERSUS IECIRITY 


It U the claim of the Labor Party in Oraat 
Britain that it waa never better organlxed for 
participation in a general election. At the tame 
lime the National Government la being attacked 
by Labor for having brought on a contest at this 
time. "It le one of the illoglcalUiaa,'’ aaya The 
London Times, "to which all Oppositions are 
prone that, while a Government Is In office, no 
Administration has ever governed with less public 
support, but that when It proposes to test the 
volume of public support no moment could have 
been more cynically chosen with an eye to partl- 
zan advantage. 1 * 

In Great Britain In the present ejection cam- 
palgn the claim of the Labor I tea that the time for 
a general election Is Inopportune is not regarded 
seriously by the mass of the people. The fact of 
the matter Is that the very character of the 
Issues raised by the Labor Opposition Is an assur¬ 
ance that the National Government will do better 
at the polla than might have been expected a 
few months ago. Of the prospects, The Observer 
says that interest In the Samuel Liberals Is dead 
among the vast bulk of the people. Mr. Lloyd 
George's "New Deal ’ has been swamped by the 
International storm, while the Jingo appeal of the 
majority of Labor may be Its Nemesis. The Issue 
In Great Britain |s something more than the 
necessity for restoring the margin of safety In 
national defence. The Issue, In the minds of a 
vast majority of the people. Is the risk of a 
Socialist success which, according to The Ob¬ 
server, would mean the possibility of war, of 
chaos, even of disaster. That publication admits 
that Labor will gain many seats, but It sees no 
possible chance of “the two hundred captures of 
its fallen dream." 

Apart from the Issue of Socialism versus 
Security there is that of disposing of domestic 
Issues as a whole so that full attention may be 
paid to the international situation. Abroad, in 
recent months, there has been some misrepre¬ 
sentation of British purposes, and the question 
has been raised that the present Government 
does not represent the will of the nation. The 
answer will be forthcoming on Thursday next, 
and, for international reasons, the nation will 
welcome the opportunity to express Its opinion. 
That opinion will undoubtedly voice the convic¬ 
tion that democracy 1 s a form of government 
preferable to dictatorship, such as 8 tr Stafford 
Cripps. one of the most ardent of Laborttes, 
would Impose on the British people. Moreover, 
the mandate to be given to the National Govern¬ 
ment will show the British nation's desire for 
maintaining peace by collective action. It Is 
necessary that the National Government should 
have Increased power in its participation In 
European affairs so that It can emphasise Its 
record on the road to sanity and appeasement 

POLITICAL .MORALITY 


The Social Credit Parly of Alberta believes In 
patronage, and In patronage with a vengeance. 
When It was arranging for candidates In the late 
Federal election It circularised Edmonton busi¬ 
ness firms for funds to carry on the party cam¬ 
paign. One Edmonton Arm, In replying to the 
request, pointed out that its policy was not to 
contribute to party funds. It received the fol¬ 
lowing reply, dated October J: 

"Deaf Sir,—Yours of Oct. 2nd to hand Re¬ 
ferring to our letter of Oct. 1st. we beg to draw 
to your attention that we have not circulated that 
letter, excepting to those who have had the 
privilege of doing business with our Government 
In the past. We trust tjiat you will reconsider 
this matter In this case. 

"Yours truly, 

"HERBERT A. WEBSTER, 
"Secretary, P'rovinclal Organisation, 
"Alberta Social Credit League." 

The Inference from the foregoing Is that the 
placing of Alberta Government orders is condi¬ 
tional on contributions to the Social Credit 
Party's propaganda. There Is another Interesting 
sidelight on the Social Credit political outlook 
In the circular mentioned the statement was 
made that the Alberta Social Credit League "con¬ 
sidered It advisable that our Provincial Govern¬ 
ment should have representation in the Federal 
Parliament 1 This is surely a new conception 
Hitherto It has been considered that members 
of the House of Commons represented their con¬ 
stituencies and the country as a whole. Not so. 
It appears, in Alberta. The Social Credit mem- 
bers-elect are going to the House of Commons as 
representatives of their Provincial Government. 
They are the tools of Aberhartlan policies. Po¬ 
litical morality does not seem to go hand-tn-hand 
with the stripe of Social Credit which has found 
a foothold In Alberta. 


ELECTION IN QUEBEC 


Political superstition has not often proved to 
be wrong In the belief that it is unlucky for a 
government to make Its appeal for a renewed 
mandate of power In the fifth year of Its term. 
Premier Taechereau Is taking no chances In that 
respect. An election in Quebec will be held on 
November 25 In the fourth year of the term of 
the prevent Government. That province Is unlike 
all provinces of the Dominion, for whereas else¬ 
where every government has gone down to defeat 
In elections held during the years of depression 
It Is almost a certainty that the Taechereau Ad¬ 
ministration will be sustained in power. The 
Liberal Party has held power In Quebec for the 
past thirty-eight years. The present Premier. Mr 
Taechereau. has been a member of the Cabinet 
of that province for twenty-eight years and 
leader of the Government since 1930. His forth¬ 
coming confirmation to office will probably mean 
A 


that he win have established a record for British 
lands. 

There Is, however, a movement In the politics 
of Quebec, although it may be several years 
before Its influence Is felt to the extent of effect¬ 
ing a change In government. There la the growth 
of a "Young Liberal” organisation which Is in the 
nature of a revolt against the Taechereau Govern¬ 
ment and the Influences that have kept It In 
power. That movement In a minor way was 
tested In the late Federal election campaign. In 
the results Its effects were comparatively nuga¬ 
tory, and It does not seem as If It can at present 
exercise much Influence on the course of the 
present election campaign In Quebec. In any 
case. It cannot accomplish the defeat of a Govern¬ 
ment which Is so strongly entrenched In power. 
Mr. Taechereau Is a capable administrator and a 
skilled politician. He has the confidence of the 
people of Quebec, and there Is no Liberal Admin¬ 
istration In the Empire which Is more conserva¬ 
tive In Its policies. That Is the reason of the 
perpetuation of Liberalism In power In Quebec. 
Mr. Taechereau, by all the theory of chances, 
seems again assured of a substantial majority In 
the forthcoming election.

MRS. CECILIA SYLVESTER 


Victoria has lost one of the oldest of Its old- 
timers in the death of Mrs. Cecilia Sylvester. 
During a life full of years, seventy-two of which 
were passed here, Mrs. Sylvester Ailed the role of 
a line type of womanhood, an excellent wife and 
mother, and was characterized by that patience 
which can face with fortitude all the vicissitudes 
that ensue. She always had an even disposition, 
was never aroused to anger, never argued, was 
philosophical In her outlook and always broad¬ 
minded In her sympathies. She was a woman, 
too, of wide humaneness and a nature that en¬ 
deared her to a host of friends. It was but natural 
that most of her friends should spring from the 
old-timers of the city and district, because she 
had lived here in the early days, but throughout 
her life the circle of friendship constantly wid¬ 
ened, and whoever she met soon learned to ad¬ 
mire her many appealing characteristics. She 
was, Indeed, of the old stock, that stock which 
gave to Canada Its pioneers, the men and women 
who were equal to either fortune and took what¬ 
ever happened in the day s work. Many will 
mourn her death, but In doing so will remember 
the asset her type of citizenship has been to this 
Dominion.

For reasons not bard 
to understand, the ruling Prime 
Minister always has had a soft 
place In his heart for the United 
BUtes and has been anxious to cul¬ 
tivate close relations, social, polit¬ 
ical and commercial, with our 
friendly Southern neighbors. 

• • • 

For that matter all Canadian 
governments before and after Con¬ 
federation of the Canadian prov¬ 
inces have attached great im¬ 
portance to friendly relation* be¬ 
tween the people of the United 
States and the people of Canada. 
If more intimate relation* between 
the people of the two nations have 
not been established that ha* been 
none of the fault of Canadian gov¬ 
ernments. When Canada waa young 
and her products were mainly of a 
primary nature, chiefly of the soil 
and of the sea. her producers longed 
for unrestricted access to the mar¬ 
kets of the big and growing cities 
across the border. The Canadian 
farmers, lumbermen and fishermen 
cried to their statesmen to try and 
obtain treaties of reciprocity with 
the Oovemment at Washington. 
Government tried and succeeded 
with undoubted benefits to Canada, 
but reciprocity of trade endured but 
for a brief season because the peo¬ 
ple and politicians of the United 
8 tates believed that the benefits 
were favorable to Canadians and 
unfavorable to Americana. 

• • • 

The international trade condi¬ 
tions have not changed materially 
since the time a British Oovernor- 
Oeneral of Canada and his constitu¬ 
tional advisers succeeded in nego¬ 
tiating a reciprocal trade treaty 
with Washington. The reasons 
given for annulment of that treaty 
still exist. Canadas rxports to 
the United States must be mainly 
agricultural and other primary 
products,' for her manufacturing 
Industries obviously cannot com¬ 
pete in a protected market against 
the highly specialized manufactur¬ 
ing Industries of the United States, 
and the Oovemment of the United 
States is, and has been, taking ex¬ 
treme measures to raise the prices 
of all the product* of the land. 

• • • 

We may wish the Prime Minister 
success In his mission, but the ob¬ 
stacles to complete success are 
practically lnaurmountable. The 
farmers of the Uhl tad States are not 
likely to be enchanted with the Ides 
ot facing competition in their home 
markets with the products of the 
vast agricultural areas ot Canada. 
Still an idea has been dinned Into 
the heeds of Canadians by the Lib¬ 
eral newspapers of Canada, ably led 
by The Winnipeg Free Press, whose 
directing head is being urged to 
accept the position of ambassador 
to Washington, that there cannot 
be prosperity In Canada until there 
be freer trade with the United 
State* The supporters of the new 
Oovemment maintain that the 
reason why negotiations far a lib¬ 
eral treaty of trade and commerce 
have hung Ore too long la that Mr. 
Bennett tried to drive too hard a 
bargain. If that la to. Mr. King 
can only succeed if he makes lib¬ 
eral concessions regardless of the 
positions of many Canadian in¬ 
dustries.

The truth of the whole matter it 
that under the rule of the former 
Prime Minister the British market 
became the chief and the moat 
profitable market for Canadian 
agricultural and other products 
Why does the new Prime Minister 
concentrate his attention upon 
Washington and forget to look to¬ 
wards Westminster when seeking 
wider and better trade relations? 
The British market la both profit¬ 
able and secure.

MODERN NOVELS 
AMAZE WOMEN 

Miss Margaret Clay Says 
Many Readers Are Not in 
Tune With Times 


Modem novels often shock women 
because they have not kept pace 
with the times. Miss Margaret Clay, 
librarian at Victoria Public Library, 
told members of Victoria West com¬ 
munity Forum during a meeting at 
Victoria Weet United Church Wed¬ 
nesday evening. Rev. W. R. Brown 
presided. 

Mias Clay said that many women 
were so concerned with the physical 
well-being of their families that they 
were sadly out of touch with what 
was going on in the world. When 
they read the work of some novelist 
who was in revolt of hypocrisy, and 
was trying to get inside the minds 
and souls of characters, women 
readers were astounded. Mias Clay 
reminded her audience that the 
truth was often ugly. 

NOVEL REFLECTS LIFE 

She agreed that the novel of today 
did not posse a* the smooth, well 
chosen words and sentences of Its 
predecessor. This, she believed, was 
because fiction was life and the re¬ 
flection of life was not smooth and 
happy. 

Dealing with pre-war novels. Miss 
Clay told how they glorified war and 
the life of a soldier, but “All Quiet 
on the Western Front'* was a perfect 
picture of the horrors and futility 
of combat between nations, she said. 

Modem novels, related Miss Clay, 
dealt with regional subjects, mysti¬ 
cism, the stream of consciousness, 
satire, patriotism, college life, post 
war disillusions, the family tree, and 
honesty and opurage. She believed 
that Miss Henrietta Richardson's 
“Chronicle of the Fortunes of Rich 
trd Mahoney’’ was the finest novel 
of the Twentieth Century in the 
English language.

again, a plurality of derived lives. 
This is therefore a complete state¬ 
ment of Divine Being "over all, in 
all and through all,’ the same name 
which was revealed to Moses as "I 
am." It was for freedom to wor¬ 
ship and acknowledge this all-inclu¬ 
sive Being that Abraham sought a 
new country, and that Moses uv he 
must remove the Israelites to a land 
where they could be isolated from 
the decadent religion of Egypt, fast 
falling Into idolatry 

The Hebrew word whence Eve Is 
derived alto has the same mystical 
meaning of the soul, or psychic ele¬ 
ment. formative and receptive in 
relation to the originating spirit. 
Ood. and the same meaning at¬ 
taches to the mystical “women" of 
the book of Revelation. This gives 
the meaning qf the women as the 
generalised history of the adulter¬ 
ous soul, and the faithful soul, ac¬ 
cording to Thomas Troward, one¬ 
time Judge in the J*injab. to whose 
writings we are Indebted far the 
foregoing explanations.

BIDDABLE SUITS 

The entire structure of bidding 
rests on the first bid made by either 
partner. No matter how much in¬ 
formation U conveyed in following 
rounds it can only shade or modify 
the original declaration. Obviously 
then, if the proper contract Is to be 
reached, and calamity avoided, the 
first bid must be truthful. 

Until a player reaches the stage 
at which he is able to "use his head” 
and decide certain nice points for 
himself, he must accept as axioms 
the findings of experts. Among 
these is the arbitrary rule that, in 
order to open the bidding, one must 
have definite minimum values of 
honor strength, usually at least 
two and a half honor tricks. Coupled 
with this is the consideration of 
trump power, which involves the 
length and strength of one partic¬ 
ular suit, the suit in which the 
player plans to make a bid. 

To be biddable a suit must con¬ 
tain at least folir cards and must 
he headed by at least the Jack and 
one higher honor. A five-card suit 
must be headed by the Jack or bet¬ 
ter. Examples of biddable suits are 
QJ 6 3KQ8 7, J8632, etc ; but 
not A 10 8 4. for the rule says the 
Jack and one higher honor Only 
rarely can a suit of less than the 
required strength be bid. 

A minimum biddable suit should 
not be bid more than once, and 
usually should not be shown except 
at the level of one odd. unless 
partner supports it. 

A rebiddable suit Is one which 
contains at least five cards, which 
must be headed by ace : klng or by 
any three honors. Any six-card 
suit is rebiddable no matter how 
low the card by which it is headed 
Rebiddable suits may be bid twice, 
even though partner fails to support 
the first time. Examples of rebld 
dable suits are Q J 10 5 ♦. A K I
